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At last: It’s official 




A new report, commissioned by the district council, confirms the national and international 
significance of Newmarket - and this could have important consequences, say industry leaders 


NEWMARKET should benefit from millions 
of pounds of government money - to be 
spent on, among other things, a better rail¬ 
way station and improvements to the A14 
- because of its significance both nationally 
and internationally. 

That is the message from the racing indus¬ 
try and council leaders following the release 
of The Deloitte report, commissioned by 
Forest Heath District Council. 

The report confirms that Newmarket has 
significance on a global scale, thanks to its 
thriving horseracing industry. 

District councillors and big players in the 
racing industry say this local, national and 
international significance will be used as 
leverage to gain central government and EU 
funding for “better infrastructure to benefit 
the whole area”. 

The report will also be sent to the Secre¬ 
tary of State ahead of his decision on wheth- 
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er the Hatchfield Farm development should 
be approved. 

At a press conference yesterday, Robin 
Millar, deputy leader of Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council, said: “Those who live in New¬ 
market will know the importance of the 
horseracing industry locally for sure, na¬ 
tionally and possibly internationally. 

“We have always struggled to come up 
with a piece of paper that puts down the fact 
that what, for many, is common knowledge. 

“Newmarket’s racing industry is a na¬ 
tional sporting asset. It is something there 
should be national recognition for. This re¬ 
port is saying Newmarket deserves national 
recognition and should have funding.” 

James Waters, leader of FHDC said: “What

needs to be understood is this isn’t just 
about how important horseracing is to New¬ 
market. We are leading on this for the ben¬ 
efit of residents and businesses as a whole. 

“The findings of this report will be used as 
evidence to seek the recognition and with it 
the levels of Government and EU funding 
that Newmarket deserves. 

“That in turn, we hope, will lead to major 


infrastructure improvements that will ben¬ 
efit the people of Newmarket and the sur¬ 
rounding area.” 

Cllr Millar referred to Silverstone, known 
for its racing track, which was given mil¬ 
lions of pounds in funding to improve its 
infrastructure - money from a pot which 
Newmarket should also be able to tap into 
to make improvements to the local area, he 
said. 

The council has put particular emphasis 
on additional services on the railway to im¬ 
prove transport links, and a new diversion 
route for the A14 alongside improvements 
to the A14/A11 junctions and the A142/A14 
junction.

‘Violent thugs 
attacked Simon’ 


THE wife of Cambridge 
United fan Simon Dobbin, 
who was attacked by thugs 
in Southend, has hit out at 
her husband’s attackers. 

Nicole Dobbin, of Milden- 
hall, has called her hus¬ 
band’s attackers “violent 
thugs” as he continues treat¬ 
ment at a rehabilitation cen¬ 
tre in Norwich. 

Mr Dobbin was “jumped 
from behind” by South- 
end fans after the match in 
March, which caused him to 
suffer a cardiac arrest. 

Paramedics took seven 
minutes to restart his heart, 
and he suffered hypoxic 
brain damage. 

During his time in hos¬ 
pital, doctors warned Mrs 
Dobbin three times that her 
husband was unlikely to re¬ 
cover. 
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Mrs Dobbin told the BBC: 
“We did all the ‘what ifs’. 
What if I said you couldn’t 
go, what if I had gone with 
him, what if he had got the 
train, what if he had got in 
a car - but you can’t live on 
what if, you just have to look 
to the future and and make 
the best of it. 

“Our lives are changed 
completely. 

“Nothing is normal any¬ 
more. We don’t know what 
the future holds so it is very 
difficult for us on a day-to- 
day basis.” 

Mrs Dobbin explained she 
was working a night shift 
when two police officers ar¬ 
rived to break the news. 


She then had to rush to 
Southend with their daugh¬ 
ter, Emily, where they were 
reunited with Simon. 

Mrs Dobbin added: “I 
didn’t expect to see him the 
way I did. 

“This is the kind of thing 
you see in the movies or 
on TY you don’t ever think 
you’re going to see that 
yourself.” 

Mr Dobbin’s family do not 
know whether his condition 
will improve in the future. 

But Mrs Dobbin has 
vowed to do all she can for 
her husband and get him 
home. 

She told the BBC: “What¬ 
ever the outcome, my aim 
is to get Simon home and 
to care for him and get him 
some sort of normality back 
in his life.”

NEWMARKET’S interna¬ 
tional importance will allow 
the council to bid for more 
government money, and the 
‘wish list’ could include new 
gallops and starter yards, 
more affordable housing, 
and attracting more interna¬ 
tional investors to Newmar¬ 
ket. 

The Deloitte report high¬ 
lights the USA, France, Ja¬ 
pan, Australia and other 
countries as major players in 
the flat racing industry. 

William Gittus, manag¬ 
ing director of Jockey Club 
Estates, told the press con¬ 
ference yesterday that if 
trainers were to leave New¬ 
market, they would not stay 
in the UK. 

The report said that New¬ 
market is a “unique racing 
centre” with “no comparable 
location in the world with 
the same history, scale, di¬ 
versity and concentration of 
racing interests”. 

It also highlights the fact 
that many of the world’s larg¬ 
est global racing investors, 
including Darley, Go dolphin 
and Juddmonte, all have 
their headquarters in New¬ 
market. 

Mr Gittus, who is also 
chairman of the Newmar¬ 
ket Horsemen’s Group, said: 
“This gives it its national and 
international importance. 

“I think what it says is 
that if this business and the 
inward investment is lost 
from Newmarket, it does not 
transfer to another area of 
the country. It’s much more 
likely to transfer to France, 
America or Australia because 
a lot of it is industry-specific. 

“That fact will enable us to 
leverage a lot more funding, 
support and interest from 
the government towards 
those infrastructure issues 
which are issues for us all.” 

West Suffolk MP Matthew 
Hancock also welcomed the 
report and the future invest¬ 
ment it should bring. 

He said: “This poweful re¬ 
port shows just how impor¬ 
tant racing is to Newmarket, 
for local jobs and growth, 
and how important New¬ 
market is to racing, as the 
home to more than a third of 
the UK’s horses in training. 

“It’s a tribute to the town 
that racing in Newmar¬ 
ket has grown even while 
shrinking elsewhere. If you

THE report states that 
racing is Britain's second 
biggest sport "by many 
measures including tax 
generated, employment 
and is comfortably the best 
attended after football". 

Deloitte compare 
Newmarket to Middleham, 
Malton, Lambourn and 
Epsom - with Newmarket 
coming out on top. 

Newmarket has 85 trainers 
with 2,600 horses in training. 

Other places fall behind - 
with Lambourn boasting 39 
trainers and 560 horses and 
Epsom having 13 trainers 
and 150 horses. 

Malton has 22 trainers and 
700 horses, while Middleham 
has 18 trainers and 500. 
There are 378 other trainers 
around the UK - but not 
in one place to have the 
same significant impact as 
Newmarket.

ever needed proof that New¬ 
market is unique, here it is.” 

Mr Gittus also indicated 
that figures had again im¬ 
proved on the 2014 informa¬ 
tion used in the report. 

He added: “The race¬ 
course, year to date, has had 
50,000 more visitors than it 
did in 2014. 

“Horse numbers on the 
Heath are up four per cent 
year to date. Tattersalls will

have more horses going 
through the ring this year 
than last. These things don’t 
just benefit the industry 
but a number of supporting 
businesses.” 

The council will now be 
approaching both the na¬ 
tional government and Eu¬ 
ropean funding sources to 
make improvements to the 
town. 

Cllr Robin Millar said: 
“Newmarket is the heart of 
East Anglia. 

“This report really starts 
to place a national level con¬ 
versation which says racing 
has national and interna¬ 
tional importance. 

“This can unlock signifi¬ 
cant economic growth for 
Newmarket.”

Meet Janice, 
Alistair’s 
labour of love 


A MAN from Cheveley has 
created his very own steam 
engine from scratch - in a 
project spanning three years 
and costing £23,000. 

Alistair Cook, 20, finished 
the half-size steam engine 
earlier this year, having 
caught the steam engine 
bug from his father at the 
age of 9. 

After building a quarter 
size model with his dad, 
Alistair decided he would 
like to build an engine of his 
own. 

“My dad said if I want one, 
I would have to build one,” 
Alistair said. 

“I haven’t looked back 
since then.” 

The 20-year-old set about 
costing out the project and 
timing the delivery of some 
items. 

As project costs mounted, 
Alistair started a job at Wait- 
rose in Newmarket to fund 
the project. 

“When I wasn’t working 
nights in Waitrose, you’d 
find me in the garage work¬ 
ing on the engine,” he said. 

Alistair estimates the pro¬ 
ject costed him £23,000 in 
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total. 

But he said: “I enjoyed do¬ 
ing it from start to finish. 

“There were times when 
bits went flying across the 
garage and I said I didn’t 
want to do it any more but 
you persevere.” 

Alistair, who decided 
A-levels weren’t for him, 
instead took on an ap¬ 
prenticeship with Marshall 
Aerospace and Defence 
Group. 

He said that having the 
experience with creating 
the engine really helped him 
with the course. 

He said: “I have been do¬ 
ing bits with dad since I was 
nine and scaring mum from 
a young age. 

“It was a case of you get 
something and if it didn’t 
work you tried it again. I had 
a lot of support from friends 
and colleagues. 

“The project also helped 
to reinforce my engineer¬ 
ing knowledge and I found 
myself helping others on my 
apprenticeship.” 


Alistair, who still works for 
Marshalls as a design en¬ 
gineer, now shows the half 
size engine at events, most 
recently winning a trophy 
for best minature in show 
at the annual steam rally in 
Haddenham at the week¬ 
end. 

Alistair named the engine 
after his aunt, Janice. 

He said: “My aunt is a Je- 
hovas Witness so she doesn’t 
do Christmas or birthdays. 
Instead she always used to 
put money into the fund. 

“The previous engine to 
this was named after my 
dad’s mum so I put the mon¬ 
ey towards having plates 
made for this one. It was a 
real tissue box moment.” 

While Alistair would con¬ 
sider taking on a similar 
project in the future, for now 
his funds are focused on 
househunting. 

He said: “I nearly bought 
another engine the other 
day, but my other half is al¬ 
ways saying “we have to save 
up for a house!” 

Alistair will be showing 
the engine at events for the 
forseeable future.

Police had 
been warned 
of a traveller 
fight, jury told

COURT REPORTER 

POLICE officers were told 
that two traveller families 
would later fight each other 
following an argument at a 
club in Soham - just hours 
before a man was gunned 
down, a court heard. 

An initial dispute between 
members of the Smith and 
Mosley families just after the 
turn of 2015 eventually led to 
36-year-old Jessie Smith be¬ 
ing fatally shot in the back, a 
murder trial has heard. 

Mark Mosley, 43, of First 
Drove, Burnell, has denied 
murdering Mr Smith, at the 
travellers’ site in Burwell. 

In evidence at Cambridge 
Crown Court, Pc Mark 
Wooton said he and a col¬ 
league, Pc David Cooper, 
were called to give back up at 
the Comrades Club, Soham, 
where a distrubance had bro¬ 
ken out between the two fam¬ 
ilies. Members of the Smith 
family were attending a 30th 
birthday party there, while 
the Mosleys were celebrating 
New Year’s Eve. 

The court heard that the 
families had argued about 
hare-coursing bets and a fight 
had broken out. Police were 
called shortly after midnight. 

The Mosley family was 
later escorted out of the club 
and the victim’s nephew Paul 
‘Rambo’ Smith and other 
family members also left. 

Pc Wooton said ‘Rambo’ 
seemed “agitated”, talking on 
his mobile phone. 

“He said to me he thought 
somebody was returning and 
that they had guns. 

“I assured him that there 
were four of my colleagues 
outside, and I doubted that 
anyone would be returning 
with guns when we were still 


out there,” he told the court. 

At 12.55am, the officers left 
the club and drove around 
Soham to check there was no 
trouble. 

They then picked up Fred 
Samuels, a relation of the 
Smith family, who had been 
at the venue. 

Mr Samuels was walking 
back to his mother’s house, 
Pc Wooton said, and wanted 
to be dropped off at the BP 
Garage in Soham. 

The officer added that 
neither he, nor ‘Rambo’, had 
given any indication that they 
planned to visit Burwell. 

Pc Cooper told jurors: “Fred 
Samuels said to me, ‘they will 
have a fight and sort it out 
themselves’. 

“He was referring to the 
events that had happened 
at the Comrades Club and 
seemed to suggest that a line 
would be drawn under that 
by the parties meeting up and 
having a fight.” 

He added: “We didn’t think 
it would be much use to say, 
‘there was going to be a fight 
somewhere in Cambridgesh¬ 
ire’. We didn’t have enough 
information -1 think if there 
was enough information to 


act, we would have done so.” 

Karim Khalil QC, pros¬ 
ecuting, told the court dur¬ 
ing his opening speech it 
was thought ‘Rambo’ would 
fight one of the Mosleys, but 
a number of different fights 
broke out at the site in Bur¬ 
well. 

Jessie Smith and Mark Mos¬ 
ley were both reported to be 
watching from the sidelines. 
Witnesses later said they saw 
Mosley walking around with 
a sawn-off shotgun, Mr Khalil 
added. 

Mr Smith, who lived at 
Common Road, in Potton, 
Bedfordshire, was shot in 
the back with a sawn-off 
shotgun at close range as he 
tried to get into his vehicle at 
the site, the court was told. 

He drove a short distance 
before going into a ditch. 

Officers found his body 
being cradled in the lap of 
his nephew, ‘Rambo’. 

Mosley has also denied a 
charge of attempted murder, 
assault causing actual bodily 
harm and possessing a fire¬ 
arm with intent to endanger 
life. 

The trial is expected to last 
for around four weeks.

PLEASE don't let anyone be fooled 
into thinking that garden waste 
collection is a free-of-charge service 
provided by the ever bountiful 
FHDC; the bespoke collection 
trucks used were not free, the teams 
working with the trucks require 
salaries, the brown wheelie bins 
don't make themselves for nothing; 
everything has a cost and it has to 
be included in the council tax. Any 
reduction in service represents a 
cost saving for the council, whether 
passed on or otherwise shared or not 
with council tax payers/the electorate.

Well, I do not want to pay anything at 
all for the following reasons: 

■ I do not have a lawn or any 
'intentional' grass growing on my 
premises 

■ I have used my brown bin twice in 
approx 4.5 years at my address. 

■ The small patio at the back of my 
home measures 5m x 3.5m and is 
given over to slabs, plants in pots + a 
table & chairs, no rolling acres. 

■ I admit to trimming ivy over 
half of this enormous perimeter 
approximately 3 times every 2 years 
and can quite responsibly dispose of 
the cuttings myself 

■ I would resent paying even the 
proposed minimum of £35 per 17.5 
square metres of garden per annum 
if gardeners with, say 1 hectare/2.5 
acres of grass cuttings, rosebush 
prunings, weed removals, etc., are 
paying only £50 per 10,000 square 
metres or £0.0875 per 1 7.5m2 per 
annum. 

Environmental and recycling matters 
are not straightforward and need to 
be considered objectively in order 
to practically meet objectives; in this 
context, I would contend that 50% to 
75% of all previous brown bin users 
would just put all their garden refuse 
in the black bin. But, in the context 
of efficient re-use of the non-compost 
destiny of garden waste, what would 
necessarily be wrong with that; it 
would provide cake-like shape or 
backbone for the rest of general 
waste, making it easier to handle and 
transport to cement works where it 
can feed the kilns at a lower cost than 
many other first-use mineral fuels. 

All our local councils need to think 
ahead of "home-composting as part 
of any programme of change". 

If they are collecting the waste and 
doing something with it, where 
does home composting come into 
this equation? If they perfect this 
operation, will they be deluged 


with enormous tonnages of finished 
product compost that is vastly in 
excess of the most optimistic usage 
requirements; could it ever be 
registered for use in growing legally 
saleable food? 

Years ago there was a movement 
to recycle waste plastic... the 
technology ended up confining 
usage to producing plastic crates 
for bottles, for dairies and the rest 
of the bottled drinks industry. Then 
economies of scale were required 
in order to be viable; the resultant 
masterplan showed that, for example, 
one month's production would 
produce enough plastic crates for 
the industries concerned, to last 
them about 10 years. Could this 
happen to cottage production of 
council compost? All this brown 
bin collection stuff could fall by the 
wayside and subscribers would need 
to be compensated. 

In short, FHDC would be well 
advised to drop this daft hot potato.

Yes, there is 
compassion 

I THANK Ms MacEacheron for 
correcting in the News last week a 
minor point in my letter published 
a week earlier. In the case of 
Syria, it does appear it is a minority 
government persecuting the majority 
of the population, not the other way 
round. 

She does not say what evidence 
there is for her assertion that, 
"definitely", communities will not 
act to protect themselves from a 
huge influx of people who are from 
a different culture, religion or colour 
from them. What I said is, I believe, 
self-evident from history, and from 
my understanding of human nature, 
namely that communities will act thus 
when they perceive their culture or 
religion to be under threat. To realise 
that, you need look no further than 
the Arab world and see that their 
populations are nearly 100% Muslim. 


This can only come from protecting 
their religion in the way they consider 
to be necessary. 

We can all agree as she says, the UK 
has always taken in refugees. We 
are proud of that, although there 
might be some reservations about the 
number we took in from Uganda in 
1972. And, as she says, the West, of 
which we in Britain are a small part, 
took in many after the Vietnam war. 
The lady further points out that 
many Muslims, and certainly Syrians, 
have lived under repressive regimes. 
History has shown, however, that 
doing so has not made them go 
abroad in great numbers, and 
especially not to Europe. Why would 
they? In nearby Azerbajan and 
Kazakhstan for example they would 
be living in an environment with 
which, she tells us, they have been 
familiar in peaceful times. (I didn't 
know, but am prepared to accept it 
from her, that those countries have 
repressive regimes.) 

So there must be some other reason 
for the exodus into Europe rather 
than to developing Muslim nations 
nearby, and one must wonder 
whether it is "economic" or whether 
it is something of which ISIL could 
take advantage, or perhaps even 
instigated, seeing as there is evidence 
at least some of the people traffickers 
are funding ISIL from their trafficking. 
What is so sad is that these evil 
people seem not the least concerned 
that in persuading people to migrate 
in a way which they must know is 
unlawful, in breach of international 
agreements, they are putting the 
migrants into such terrible dangers 
and situations of suffering. 

The real and imminent threat to the 
lives of Christians and to the lives of 
the people who are the wrong type 
of Muslim as far as ISIL is concerned 
is just as frightening as the actual 
savagery we see from ISIL on a 
weekly if not daily basis. 

We must urge each other to do what 
we can to save people who are so 
threatened. 

And I certainly do agree with Ms 
MacEacheron that most of the Syrian 
refugees are quite content to remain 
near their homes in the Middle East. 
Those that wish to flee further need 
not choose Europe, but of course 
they may choose to do so if they 
perceive economic improvement 
there. 

We can and must show compassion 
and, I am assured, up to the time I 
am writing this the British government 
and its citizens have been doing just 
that, by providing more aid to the 
refugees in the Middle East than any 
other country in the world has done. 
This leads to Britain being criticised 
especially by those who are not so 
generous. It amazes me that the 
British people are so exceptionally 
compassionate... shown in our giving, 
but also shown by much of the aid 
being channelled through the Muslim 
authorities. We do that so that the 
refugees will happily receive the aid, 
because most of their governments 
and their Islamic leaders do not 
tolerate anything associated with 
Christian belief. 

Living as I do in a country with a 
Christian culture and appreciating the 
benefits which have flowed from that 
culture, together with Muslim friends, 

I cannot understand where the 
humanity is in such lack of toleration.

A MUM from Newmar¬ 
ket has described how her 
16-year-old son was “bro¬ 
ken-hearted” after thieves 
stole his collection of video 
games. 

Dawn Hellewell’s son Max 
Ross, who has special needs, 
was devastated after he 
saved up to buy around 10 
different video games only 
to have them stolen. 

The teenager had stored 
them in his brother’s car 
while he accompanied his 
mother to visit a sick relative 
abroad. 

However thieves struck 
while the car, which belongs 
to Max’s brother lack, was 
parked in Rosehip Avenue in 
Red Lodge. 

Dawn, 54, told the News 
they had been forced to 
break the news to Max the 
night before he was due to 
start at college. 

She said: “We had to go 
away and he asked his broth¬ 
er to put them in the car. 

“All his video games that 
he had saved up for were 
gone.” 

The theft was a particular¬ 
ly heavy blow for Max as he

had saved up for a long time 
to buy the games. 

“He takes them every¬ 
where with him,” Dawn ex¬ 
plained. 

“It took him a long time to 
save up for those games.” 

Max’s mum is convinced 
the theft was the work of 
“professional” thieves be¬ 
cause they left the car’s sat- 
nav device behind, which 
she thinks is to avoid being 
traced. 

Now Dawn is calling for 
anyone with information to 
come forward in the hope it 
might help track down her 
son’s belongings. 

She added: “If anyone 
knows anything we’d really 
appreciate it. 

“He was broken-hearted 
and it broke his brother’s 
heart really badly and he 
didn’t know how to tell him. 

“They meant so much to 
him, that’s why I asked his 
brother to look after them. 

“Now he’s got to save up all 


over again to get them back 
again.” 

Suffolk Police confirmed 
the incident had been re¬ 
ported to them and was be¬ 
ing investigated. 

The theft, which took 
place on the night between 
Wednesday, September 2 
and Thursday, September 3, 
happened on the same night 
as three other vehicles were 
targeted. 

In a second incident 
thieves targeted a BMW 
parked on Berberis Drive 
and stole an iPad and a wal¬ 
let.

'HE presence of a rat, snake or tarantula, 
in a classroom would usually send the 
majority of pupils sprinting out of the door 
and as far away from the school as possible. 

But at Newmarket Academy there is none 
of that - in fact, you can find students quite 
happily giving a couple of fancy rats a cuddle 
or tempting the college's corn snake closer to 
them for some food (defrosted mice, in case 
you were wondering...). 

The reason that a whole host of creatures 
are now calling the academy home is because 
West Suffolk College and the school have 
joined forces to launch new courses in animal 
management. 

One of the academy's old classrooms has 
been transformed into a haven for small 
animals and reptiles, allowing students who 
have signed up for the courses to get plenty of 
hands-on experience with a variety of animals. 

The courses are diplomas in animal care 
and animal management at levels two and 
three, which will open up a wide range of 
opportunities for students looking for careers 
working with companion animals, domestic 
livestock or zoo and exotic species. 

Sam Smith, course director, said: "We 
realised that students who were passionate 
about a career in the animal care sector were

animals. 


having to travel long distances to access these 
courses and that there was a huge demand. 

"That's why we decided to open a 
new dedicated centre for these studies in 
Newmarket. These courses are aimed at 
students wanting to pursue a variety of careers 
including posts as veterinary nurses, kennel 
workers, zoo keepers, animal behaviourists and 
animal conservationists, for example. 

"The courses also lead on to university as 
the two-year Level 3 Animal Management 
Extended Diploma ^ 
carries the same 
number of UCAS 
points as three 
A-levels. 

"There is also 
a one-year Level 
2 Animal Care 
Diploma, which will 
either lead onto the 
Level 3 course or 
onto employment 
in the sector, in 
roles such as kennel 
assistant, dog 
handler and pet 
shop assistant. 

"As Newmarket 
is the centre of 
the horse racing 
industry in the UK 
there will be many 
opportunities for 
careers in this sector 
too." 

The new courses 
only launched 
last week but the 
creatures already 
scurrying and 
slithering around the centre include rabbits, 
guinea pigs, hamsters, gerbils, chinchillas, 
fancy rats and degus, stick insects, a tarantula, 
cockroaches, snakes, bearded dragons, 
geckos, a chameleon and dozens of tropical 
fish. The centre also soon hopes to be able 
to accommodate some ex-battery hens and 
pygmy goats. 

Sam, who was previously a curriculum team 
leader in animal management at Moulton 
College in Northamptonshire, said: "We are

very grateful to Assessment Network Ltd who 
have provided a significant capital investment 
for this project. 

"The students will be given the opportunity 
to get hands on experience such as feeding, 
maintaining accommodation, handling, health 
checking and general husbandry. 

"The level three students will be able to 
come in to look after the animals at the 
weekends on a rota basis, in order to mimic 
flexible working hours that they will be likely to 
encounter in the industry. 

"Students will have to be prepared to get 
their hands dirty. However, the courses are not 
just practical. Level two courses are half theory 
and half working with the animals. 

"Embedded in the courses will be units on 
biology, biochemistry, microbiology, anatomy 
and physiology and genetics." 

Sam continued said: "I am working alongside 
a technician and a small team of lecturers to 
provide the course. They will be able to help 
demonstrate the practical aspects of the course 
whilst I will be teaching much of the theory. 

"The students will have to do 150 hours' 
work experience in an animal related 
establishment on the course and I am meeting 
with many employers to set up some exciting 
work placements for the students. 

"There are so many different careers in the 
animal care sector and so many degree courses 
you could take afterwards that the future for 
these students is really wide open." 

The animal care industry is worth £1 billion 
to the UK. It has 13,000 businesses with more 
than 78,000 employees. 

Employment directly related to the animal 
care industries include pet shops, boarding 
kennels, catteries, pet breeders, training, 
grooming, animal welfare charities, zoos, 
wildlife parks, public services and performing 
animals in film and television. 

In the UK, 1.1 per cent of adults are 
employed in the sector, but in mid-Suffolk 
nearly 3.5 per cent of the adult population are 
directly employed in the land-based industries. 

17-year-old Callum Orford, from Mildenhall, 
is among the students already signed up to the 
course. 

The former Mildenhall College Academy 
pupil said: "I'm really enjoying the course and 
the reptiles are my favourites.

"I've always had a great 
interest in animals so I was really 
excited when I found out about 
the new courses here. 

"I'm actually allergic to fur but 
I'm determined not to let that 
stop me completing the course 
and hopefully achieving a career 
working with animals, although 
I'm not sure what I want to do 
exactly." 

Lindsey Johnson, West 
Suffolk College's vice principal, 
curriculum and quality, said: 

"We are absolutely delighted 
to be able to offer this course 
because we have discovered 
very few students in the local 
vicinity are taking land-based 
courses due to the distance they 
have to travel to access them. 

"There are obviously young 
people in the local area who 
want to go into professions 
working with animals, so this is 
why we are opening this new 
course and animal centre in 
conjunction with Newmarket 
Academy. 

"We want to give students 
the best opportunity to follow 
their career aspirations. We are 
meeting the needs of young 
people in the local area by 
providing this course so they 
won't have to travel miles to 
study or live away from home."

Campaign to 
end ‘unjust’ 
pension plan

A COUNCILLOR has launched a petition 
calling on the Government to make new 
pension rules due to come into force in the 
spring less “unjust”. 

Geoffrey Woollard, from Soham, says the 
new state pension scheme being introduced 
in April will be “two-class”. 

In May 2014, Parliament agreed the Pen¬ 
sions Act 2014. The act introduces a new 
single-tier, flat-rate state pension, which will 
replace the basic and additional pensions 
for people reaching state pension age from 
April 6, 2016 onwards. 

The act will also increase the state pension 
age from 66 to 67 between April 2026 and 
April 2028 and it makes provision for five- 
yearly reviews of the state pension age. 

Mr Woollard, a Soham Town Councillor 
and former district and county councillor, 
has been campaigning against the changes 
and has now launched an online petition. 

He said: “People retiring after April 2016 
(and having ‘paid in’ appropriately) will be 
in receipt of the new ‘flat-rate’ state pension 
of ‘no less than £151.25 per week’ whereas 


those already retired on a basic state pen¬ 
sion (and having ‘paid in’ appropriately) will 
continue to receive £115.95 per week. 

“The state pension will be two-class, un¬ 
fair and unjust. Those retiring after April and 
those already retired will receive very differ¬ 
ent pensions (both classes of state pensions 
are expected to be 
protected by the so- 
called ‘triple lock’). 

“The Govern¬ 
ment must recog¬ 
nise this percep¬ 
tion of injustice and 
must remedy it by 
improving the pen¬ 
sions and prospects 
of those already re¬ 
tired.” 

The Government 
insists the current 
system has high lev¬ 
els of means-testing 
and produces ine¬ 
quality. It says the aim is to introduce a sim¬ 
pler, fairer system.

Woman guilty of home fraud 


A WOMAN from Mildenhall 
has been found guilty of 
fraudulently claiming she 
owned a bungalow. 

Anne Kermode-Hutchin- 
son, 68, of Rowan Walk, had 
told a solicitor that the prop¬ 
erty had been given to her 
by her former partner who 
then became her tenant. 

A jury at Ipswich Crown 
Court proceeded to find 
Kermode-Hutchinson guilty 
of fraud by false representa¬ 
tion. 

Judge John Devaux ad¬ 
journed sentencing until 
next month to allow the 
preparation of a report by 
the Probation Service. 

However he issued a 
warning that all sentencing 


options remained open to 
the court. 

Charles Kellett, prosecut¬ 
ing, said that until 2011 Ker¬ 
mode-Hutchinson had been 
living with her then partner 
David Hutchinson at the 
bungalow he shared with his 
father in Warren Road, Red 
Lodge. 

Previously Mr Hutchin¬ 
son had named Kermode- 
Hutchinson and her son as 
executors and main benefi¬ 
ciaries. 

However when their rela¬ 
tionship ended he changed 
the terms to leave the bun¬ 
galow to his own children, 
said Mr Kellett. 

Following the sudden 
death of Mr Hutchinson in 


September 2013, a letter was 
sent by Kermode-Hutchin¬ 
son to a solicitor acting on 
behalf of his children. 

In the letter she alleged 
that the bungalow had 
been given to her. She also 
claimed that Mr Hutchinson 
had signed an agreement to 
be her tenant. 

Mr Kellett said the solici¬ 
tor was suspicious about the 
claims made in the letter. 

He then alerted the police, 
which resulted in the arrest 
of Kermode-Hutchinson last 
November. 

Kermode-Hutchinson de¬ 
nied acting fraudulently and 
said she had not claimed 
that she was the owner of the 
bungalow, the jury heard.

OWNER-BREEDER Anthony Oppen- 
heimer is not ruling out the possibility 
of Golden Horn running twice more 
before the end of the season. 

The Derby and Eclipse hero 
bounced back from a shock defeat 
in the Juddmonte International 
at York with victory in the Irish 
Champion Stakes at Leopardstown 
on Saturday, to set up a potentially 
mouthwatering clash with Treve 
in the Prix de l’Arc de Triomphe at 
Longchamp. 

However, ground conditions 
will be the key factor in deciding 
whether Golden Horn makes the 
trip to Paris, with the Champion 
Stakes at Ascot and the Breeders’ 
Cup Turf also under consideration. 

Oppenheimer said: “It was quite 
an exciting race and he certainly 
keeps us occupied. I was so pleased 
for him and it was great to see him 
make amends after York. 

“He travelled to Ireland and back 
by plane for the first time and I 
think he rather enjoyed it. When he 
came home he was quite sleepy, but 
very happy. 

“The picture as I see it is there 
are three possible races for him 
and I think we have to have decent 
ground. We can’t really give others 
the advantage. 

“We might get good ground for 
the Arc, or maybe at Ascot or there 
is Kentucky to consider. 

“It’s possible he could run in two 
- why not? He is a very tough horse, 
but as John Gosden and I have both 
said, the horse will tell us what he 
wants to do. 

“If he tells us he’s had enough 
we’ll stop and if he tells us he wants 
more we’ll keep going. 

“The ideal scenario is we get good 
to firm ground at either Ascot or 
Longchamp as while he is a good 
traveller, it is a long way to go to 
America.” 

Golden Horn is a general 7-1 shot 
for the Arc, with Treve the even- 


money favourite to become the 
first horse to win the Longchamp 
showpiece three times following 
a stunning display in the Prix Ver- 
meille on Sunday. 

Oppenheimer was impressed 
with the performance, but said: “I 
did notice the time of Postponed’s 
win (in the Prix Foy) was actually 
quicker, so I’m not sure what we can 
make of that. 

“When the ground gets very heavy 
at Longchamp you can get some 
strange results, but she (Treve) was 


very impressive.” 

Meanwhile, Pallasator is to head 
for the QIPCO British Champions 
Long Distance Cup at Ascot next 
month following his victory in the 
Doncaster Cup. 

Trainer Sir Mark Prescott has ruled 
out the Betfred Cesarewitch in favour 
of a crack at a second Group Two 
success for the quirky, but talented 
stayer, owned by Qatar Racing. 

“He won’t run in the Cesarewitch, 
obviously, given his owners sponsor 
British Champions Day - that’s his 


target in the two-miler where he ran 
very well last year and was third,” 
said Prescott. 

“He’s difficult to groom and 
makes everything difficult until he 
gets to the start of the race. 

“As soon as he gets there he walks 
round like a perfectly normal horse. 
He even starts to dry off. 

“He stands in the stalls perfectly 
and is a beautiful ride in the race. 

“It’s just getting him from the 
paddock to the start and we’ll just 
have to live with that, I’m afraid.”
